The figures of births and deaths shown iu this statement 
for week ending the 2nd December, 1950 relate to 152 
towns with an, estimated population of 19,024 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,42 thousands. Thus 65% of the total number of towns 
representing 67% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 16,602 and 7,839 representing birth and 
death rates oi 45- 4 and 21 • 4 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

( 4) States ( Parts A &0) : — The data here relate to 139 
town with an estimated population of 16,785 thousands. 
Infoi nation about Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh 
and ’ Zest Bengal could not be included. The total number 
of towns is 201 and their population is 24,668 thousands. 
Thus 69% of the total number of towns representing (58% 
of th: tctal population is covered. The numbers of births 
and deaths were 15,014 and 7,225 representing birth and 
death rates of 46 • 5 and 22 • 4 per thousand of population 
respectively.

The towns of Palarn cottah, Rajapalayam, Tiru- 
nolveli and Tutioorin in Madras and Moga in Punjab re- 
corded high death rates of 67 • 3, 61 ‘8, 60 ‘9, 62-4, and 
53 • 41 respectively. In Palamoottah, Tirunelveli and Raja*, 
palayam, the high death rates were mainly due to deaths 
from cholera.
